PARIS, April 10.—It has been nearly 
two and a half years since the cannon 
roared the last barrage of the great 
war, and in that time; statesmen have 
been unable to provide machinery for 
the reparation to which victory gave the 
conquerors the right. Three weeks re- 
main before the first of May, the final 
date under the treaty, for. notification. 
by the Allies to Germany of the in- 
demnity she must pay, and with that 
date so near the victors do not know 
how they will collect, nor do the van- 
quished know how they will pay. Put 
the blame where you will, the situation 
remains what it is. 

France, the chief beneficiary of Ger- 
many’s payments if, they are made, and 
consequently .the chief victim if they 
are not made, is making preparations 
for military action. There are no pro- 
nouncements to this effect, but it is true. 
No French Government can stand which 
does not act forcibly if Germany does 
not give evidence of willingness to make 
good. Paris has not definitely decided 


- what military steps would be taken, 


but a plan will be ready by May 1. An 
effort is being made to shape the mili- 
tary plans to avoid calling up extra 
classes,

offer between now and May 1, Such is 
the evident meaning of an interview 
given last night by Dr. Simons, the 
German Foreign. Minister, to the .cor- 
respondent of the Matin at Berne, where 
he has been resting. Incidentally, Dr. 
Simons said he‘had not sought American 
intervention, but had sought in sending 
his memorandum to Washington only to 
make the German position clear. 

Dr. Simons was asked what Germany 


‘ ‘would do between now and May 1. 


*‘I cannot give you any precise prop- 
ositions we will make,’’ he said, ‘‘ for 
two reasons. First, it would not be 
polite to make them known first through 
the press, and, in the second place, 
having been away from Berlin for two 
weeks, I must get in ‘touch with my 
colleagues before formulating exact pro- 
posals which might lead to a new refusal 
by the Allies, which would cause grave 
danger. 

“I have not sought to obtain inter- 
vention by the United States. My pur- 
pose in* sending my memorandum was 
simply to set forth the point of view 
of Germany in face of that of the Allies. 
In so far as I am concerned, you will 
remember that at Spa I said clearly 
that we desired to repair the devastated 
regions. I was acting in conformity 
But the 
question is not simply restoration of 
the devastated regions. France un- 
‘doubtedly wants money, which makes 
the situation more difficult. Money is 
something we have not got. We have 
to get it, and that is a hard task. We 
can settle the reparations question only 
by direct agreement with France, 

“In this question of reparations 
France is the dominant power. She 
directs. allied policy. I am perfectly 
convinced today that none of the Allies 
will prevent her from putting into force 
extended penalties. If she wishes to 


- ‘erush us, she can do it. I never counted 


on division among the Allies. We have 
got to talk business with France, but I 
have no confidence in conférences like 
thet of London. We must find a new 
basis. We got a good start at Brussels, 
but, unfortunately, those businesslike 
conversations were cut off. 
‘* At London I exposed our attitude ac- 
cording to my instructions. I had no 
» authority to accept the variable factor 
proposed at London. It has been said I' 
refused the principle of a variable an- 
puity. That is not true. I believe that 
gomething like that can be worked out. 
A went slightly further than my instruc- 
tions at London, because I am a man 
who has perhaps a larger sentiment of 
our obligations than those whose inter- 
est is concerned in domestic politics. 
“The capacity of the country is not 
only a matter for technical considera- 
tion, but also of psychology. Conditions 
of work are very important. From this 


point of view I am more optimistic than 
" Yhany others, but the Allies must take 


into account this psychological factor. 

“I say now that I would not remain 
in a Government which did not declare 
ites intentions to fulfill its obligations to 
the utmost capacity of Germany.

Dear Sir: When we read in the 
newspapers to which you sent it in 
advance of its receipt by the ad- 
dressees your letter of March 31 to 
Mr. Warfield and Mr. Stone we were 
disposed to reply in as sharp a tone 
as that displayed by you. But it 
seemed better to take the matter un- 
der cool consideration. Now, after the 
lapse of a week, we feel’ that we, 
should make protest.

LONDON, April 10.—Reports from the 
various coal fields today show that the 
resumption of pumping, acquiesced in by 
the miners, has gone far to save the 
mines from trreparable damage. In 
other words, the Government has saved 
the mines for the nation. Monday morn- 
ing’s conference between the miners and 
the owners will open with so much ‘to 
the good. 

There is a general tendency to believe 
that the auspices under which Monday’s 
conference will be held favor a settle- 
ment of the dispute. It is pointed out, 
however, that excessive optimism would 
be misplaced, for the miners will, un- 
doubtedly demand a national pool in or- 
der to equalize wages, The Government 
cannot agree to such a pool, which is, in 
its view, a worse form of subsidy than 
nationalization itself would be. _Proba- 
bly the conference will stick on this to- 
morrow, and it will labor under the dis- 
advantage of being far too large a body 
for practical negotiation. The Prime 
Minister described it the other day as a 
body of seventy-five members. 


Precautionary Mensures Continued. 


Consequently the Government is con- 
.tinuing its preparations to cope with a

Thus. today Londoners promenading 
the streets and parks in the glorious 
sunshine: had their Sunday walk enli;

Instructions have also been is- 
sued to local authorities throughout the 
country that it is vital, in the view of 
the Government, that the enrollment 
and recruitment of the new defense 
force and special constables should pro- 
ceed apace. . 

It is not expected tonight that the 
auestion of the safety of the mines will 
now come up in the conference, after 
the steps that have been taken by the 
Miners’ Federation. But after the diffi- 
cult question of the demand for a na- 
tional pool has been settled there is 
still the whole question of wages to be 
considered or settled. 

So far as the Government {fs con- 
cerned, the figures put forward by the 
owners have not been discussed. It has 
been suggested—and the suggestion has 
not been ruled out by the Government— 
that the State should provide financial 
assistance for a limited period as a pos- 
sible aid toward a settlement embracing 
& wage agreement. This Government 
assistance, whether by way of a loan or 
otherwise, would be in order to tide 
over the situation in certain — areas 
that are in difficulties. 

Not for a moment, however, would a 
subsidy to industry be granted. There 
would be no Hability undertaken for the 
continuance of such aid, In the view of 
the Government as well as the majority 
of the population, the taxpayers cannot 
afford to subsidize one industry here at 
the expense of other industries and 
workers. 

Heavy Mine Damage Before Truce. 


While it is correct to say that on the 
whole the Government has saved the 
mines for. the country, considerable 
damage has been done. In 'Scotland 
twenty: pits, employing 21,000 men, have 
been flooded, and in England and 
Wales eighteen pits, employing 6,000 
men. There are five mines which it is 
feared can never be restored, and two 


of them are large pits. There is also 
one big pit in South Wales where the 
cessation of pumping for thirty-nine 
hours has resulted in such damage that

Switzerland Puts Limit on. Wine Imports; 


Hage Stocks Laid In for Thirsty Americans

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BERNE, April 10.—The Swiss Gov- 
ernment, by a decree issued on Friday, 
has taken steps to prevent more than the 
normal amount of foreign wines from 
entering Switzerland, basing the amount 
allowed on-the average of the last ten 
yeara, 

' The reason for this step is that, ow- 
ing to the- low value of French and 
Italian money, wine merchants, hotel- 
keepers and restaurateurs have been im- 
porting nearly twice the usual quan- 
tity .of wines. .The report that 1,000,- 
000 American tourists will visit Europe 
this year has possibly had something 


to do with this heavy {mportation; for 
it is expected that Americaris spending 
their holidays in Hurope will wish when 
there to make up for lost time. 
Moreover, in a larger part of Switzer- 
land than is generally realized the main 
industries are the growing of grapes and 
the making of wine, and the Swiss 
growers have virtually forced the Gov- 
ernment to take some steps to protect 
them against a flood of French and 
Italian wines, especially since, owing to 
the abnormal exchange, many of the 
best French wines can be sold only a 
little dearer than Swiss wines. 








SUNDAY DRYEST DAY 
CITY EVER KNEW 


Policemen on Patrol Invade 
Saloons Every Time They Pass 
and All Drinks Disappear. 


“HIP” PURVEYORS HARD HIT 


Anderson Announces His League 
Will Enter Fight to En- 
force Dry Laws. 


Prohibition had its best day in New 
York yesterday since the Eighteenth 
Amendment went into effect. Enforce- 
ment of the liquor laws, which has fluc- 
tuated widely from the first days of 
wartime prohibition in 1918, reached its 
maximum. 

Men well and favorably known in all 

of the drinking places in the Thirties, 
Forties and Fifties, plodded to scores 
of saloons, restaurants and emergency 
pharmacies without finding anything 
stronger than ginger ale. Under in- 
structions from Police:Commissioner En- 
right, uniformed policemen walked into 
saloons every time they passed them in 
patroling their beats and made certain 
that nothing but soft drinks were being 
sold. ; 
‘‘'We are attacking the liquor sellers 
four different ways,’’ said First Deputy 
Commissioner Leach last night. ‘‘ First, 
by the unfformed men, then by the de- 
tectives of the District Inspectors’ of- 
fice, then. by the detectives on the Chief 
Inspectors Staff, and then by the spe- 
¢iat ‘squads. 

‘* Bach of the four sets of policemen 
are working in the same territory and 
Among 
them, liquor drinking in violation of the 
law will be wiped out. Reports so far 
show that the police and detectives are 
doing their full duty and that the law 
is being enforced. Whether these re- 
ports are correct or not will be deter- 
mined this week. 

Policemen Must Act. 


“ Any uniformed policeman who fails to 
do his duty against saloons on his beat 
will. be suspended and charges preferred 
against him. The same is true of de- 
tectives and officers. If they permit 
saloons to run, when they could stop 
them, they violate their duty just as 
much as if: they connived at burglaries.”’ 

The oases were drier yesterday than 
the rest of the desert. Becausé of the 
close police surveillance the proprietors 
of saloons and restaurants were unusu- 
ally strict. Arrests were made and 
liquor seized yesterday in almost every 
kind of a place except a saloon. 

While the strictest enforcement of dry 
laws yet experienced here took place 
yesterday, both the liquor interests and 
the prohibition forges looked forward to 
@ critical struggle next week, when the 
procedure in the courts is worked out. 
Seventeen cases will go before the Grand 
Jury in this county today and more 
tomorrow. Much will depend on whether 
the Magistrates interpret the law in a 
way that makes police work hard or 
easy. The police say that the attitude 
of Magistrates in demanding complete 
evidence in gambling cases, makes it 
difficult to stamp out gambling. In 
some of the Magistrate’s courts yester- 
day there were evidences that severe 
rules might be formulated regarding 
evidence, making the enforcement of the 
new liquor laws difficult. 

‘““Wait and see what the juries will 
do,’’ was a common remark in the Crim- 
inal Courts Building, where the liquor 
cases are being prepared for jury trials, 
to which each defendant is entitled un- 
der the present laws. The record shows 
that juries have acquitted with great 
uniformity in past cases. 

Drys to Watch Courts. 


The dry forces also have their eyes 
on the prosecuting officers and courts 
who will determine whether the present 
triumph of prohibition is to continue or 
to collapse like the earlier successes of 
Federal enforcement agents. 

The Anti-Saloon League, which has re- 
fused to take any part in the enforce- 
ment of the dry laws, because of the 
danger that detective work and such 
activities might hurt the influence of 
the league, annoynced that hereafter 
it would act moré aggressively to com- 
pel enforcement of the law. William 
H. Anderson, State Superintendent of 
the league, said in a eetmpent yester- 
day: 

“The Anti-Saloon League intends to 
give the people of the State of New 
York a new service pursuant to its gcn- 
eral policy of supplying the public with 
information as to actual conditions as a 
basis for tHe intelligent action of public 
opinion.

WOMAN ARRESTED 
ARTER BUYING BONDS 


Mrs. Harriet Pendleton Hunt’s 
$10,000 Cheek Returned 
Marked ‘No Funds.’ 


A MISTAKE, SAYS BROKER 


She Is a Writer and Is Con- 
nected With Prominent 
Cincinnati Families. 


Harriet Pendleton Hunt, writer ,and 
member of a _ well-known Cincinnati, 
family, was arrested at the Hotel Lang- 
well yesterday on the charge of ob- 
taining Liberty bonds by means_ of 
a worthless check for $10,000 from W. 
EH. Hutton & Co. of 60 Broadway. 

Mrs, Hunt’s explanation was that she 
was in great need of funds to make a 
trip to Paris, because she had heard 
that her divorced husband, Philip Hunt, 
was seriously ill. She sent a cable dis- 
patch to Paris the day before she was 
arrested. 

Mrs. Hunt took an apartment at the 
Hotel Langwell two days ago. She re- 
ported to the desk that she was ill. She 
was attended by the house physician, 
who found her in a highly nervous. con- 
dition. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning Detectives August Mayer and 
Grover C. Brown, who handle most of 
the complaints from financial houses, 
traced her baggage to the Hotel Lang- 
well and announced that they were go- 
ing to put her under arrest. 

Mrs. #lunt, who was in bed, began to 
cry when she was told that she was un- 
der arrest and said that she was too 
sick to go to jail. The house physician 
was called, and he agreed with her. 
The detectives then caused a policeman 
to be stationed outside of the room. 

At noon yesterday Mrs. Hunt said that 
she was improved and ready to submit 
to arrest, although she protested that 
the charge was a mistake. She was 
taken to the East Fifty-first Street Sta- 
tion. 

W. D. Hutton, one of the partners of 
the firm, said last night that the arrest 
was a mistake. - 

‘‘We did not seek her arrest and made 
no charge of grand larceny,’’ he said. 

‘‘Mrs. Hunt, who has done business 
with our firm in Cincinnati many times, 
brought in a check for $10,000 on Thurs- 
day afternoon and had it converted into 
Liberty bonds. The check was later re- 
turned, marked ‘No funds.’ We could 
not locate Mrs, Hunt and asked the de- 
tectives to help us locate her and re- 
cover thé bonds. She might have given 
us the check under the impression that 
there were funds to cover it. We did 
not assume that she had intended to 
defraud us. Both her family, the Pendle- 
tons, and her husband’s family, the 
Hunts, are splendid people, of the very 
highest standing in Cincinnati. It is a 
very unfortunate matter and we are 
sorry that she was arrested.’’ 

Detectives Mayer and Brown acted 
after finding that Mrs. Hunt had. 
changed her hotel several times in the 
last few days without apparent reason, 
having lived previously at the Pennsyl- 
vania and the Commodore. She ‘was 
alone in the city. 

Mr. Hutton was under the impression 
that, while her money on deposit at the 
Hamilton County Bank, where the check 
was drawn, was exhausted, Mrs. Hunt 
had other resources and could have 
made the check good. 

Mrs. Hunt has two children, who are 
at the home of their father in Walnut 
Hills, a suburb. of Cincinnati. Her 
father, Elliott Pendleton, is a prominent 
Cincinnati lawyer. Her former husband, 
Philip Hunt, is a brother of Henry T. 
Hunt, ex-Mayor of Cincinnati and now 
a member of the Railroad Labor Board. 


WOUND JAPANESE IN RAID. 


“Dry” Agents Arrest Four Others 
as Whisky Smugglers. 


JACKSONVILLBD, Fia., April 10.—One 
Japanese sailor was seriously wounded 
and four others were placed under ar- 
rest by Federal prohibition officers to- 
night after a raid conducted for whisky. 

The Hquor, it is said by the authori- 

ties, was being smuggled ashore from 
the Japanese steamer Erie Maru. 
‘ The shooting occurred, officers suid, 
when one of the Japanese seamen 
opened fire on them. They returned the 
fire, wounding one of the crew. He was 
rcmoved to a hospital here. 

According to the officers, they had in- 


formation; that members of the crew 
would attem f to smuggle liquor throu 
this port an tiated with some of 
sailors to have e contraband delivered 
to them. It was brought ashore by sail- 
ors tonight, it was said, and as soon as 
its delivery. was. effec the officers 
wiprten My place the men under arrest.

last, Roy Harris, alias ‘‘ Benny ’’ Leon- 
ard, this afternoon repudiated his story 
of the Elwell killing. He declared he 
knew nothing about the crime and that 
he Conceived the idea of accusing him- 
self of being one of Elwell’s slayers in 
the hope that the State would put him 
to death, and thus rid his wife and their 
families of further trouble from him. / 

Harris’s recantation-of his murder tale 
was not volunteered, however, until De- 
tective Sergeant Henry P. Oswald of 
New York had trapped him into admit- 
ting that his wife was in New: York on 
the night of the Elwell murder and that 
her story that she was with him all of 
the night of June 10 and the morning of 
June 11, when Elwell was found dying 
in. his home at 244 -West Seventieth 
Street, was true. 

Ex-Governor Whitman and Police Cap- 
tain Carey of New York arrived here 
late tonight. After a conference with 
Detective Oswald. and District Attorney 
Moore, Mr. Whitman questioned Harris, 
who was taken to the office of Sheriff 
Waldo for 'the..examination. Harris's 
wife was kept in an ante-room while her 
husband Was Being questined. 

Before Mr. Whitman began his exam- 
ination he said: “I never b ‘Bar- 
ris’s confession, and I hever said the 
man was hired by anybody to confess. 
Of course, it is possible that somebody 
induced him to tell the. story, but I in- 
tend to find out whether there is any- 
thing behind it.’’ 

Harris was induced to repudiate his 
statement as the result of a statement 
made to the detective by Harris’s wife 
after midnight this morning, when she 
suddenly recalled that she had bought 
a pair of black silk socks for her ‘hus- 
band on his birthday, June 13, and that 
she had arranged a party in their home 
at 33 West Eighty-fourth Street to cele- 
brate the occasion. 


Harris Confronted With Wife. 
Detective Oswald had visited her at 
the Division Street Station, where she 
was being detained. When she told Os- 


wAld about the presentation of the silk} 


socks at the birthday, he immediately 
decided that it was time to confront 
Farris with his wife and compel him to 
tell the truth. Mrs. Harris was taken to 
the Niagara Stteet Station, where Har- 
ris has been held.since his arrest last 
Tuesday. 

Harris was asleep when Oswald ar- 
rived at the station at 1 o’clock in the 
morning, but he was aroused and led 
into the office of Acting Captain Mur- 
ray, where he found his wife waiting 
for him. He greeted her affectionately, 
but when he attempted to kiss her she 
shoved him away. 

Oswald told Harris he wanted him to 
repeat a statement the prisoner. had 
made to him earlier in the day to the 
effect that his wife was in the home of 
her mother in St. Catharines on the day 
of the Elwell murder, and not in New 
York, ag she had declared. 

‘‘ Why don’t you tell him the truth, 
Jessie?’’ Harris said to his wife as he 
began to repeat his assertion of*her ab- 
sence from the city. ‘‘ You know you 
were in Canada at the time Elwell was 
killed. 

‘“*I would rather tee you tell your 
story again of where I was,” replied his 
wife. ‘‘ You seem-to be able to remem- 
ber things that happened at that time 
much better than I can.”’ 

Harris then repeated that his wife was 
not in the city. Detective Oswald then 
said: 

Admits Part of Story Was Untrue. 


“Roy, what is your birthday?” 

‘June 13,” Harris replied. 

*“ Did you receive @ present on your 
last birthday? ” ’* the detective asked. 

‘“‘Why, yes,” Harris answered. ‘‘I 
received a new pair of silk socks from 
my wife.’’ 

‘‘Who delivered them to you?” 

“* Why, my wife did.” 

** Where did she give them to you?” 

‘* Well, I see it’s all up,” suddenly 
announced Harris. ‘‘ You've got me. 
She told you the truth when she said 
she was with me_all of the evening and 
the night of the Elwell murder. There’s 
no use of my sticking to that story now. 
I might as well tell you that I was not 
in.

WOULD END WAR IMPOSTS 


Smoot Wants 1 Per Cent. Tax 
on All Sales as Substitute for 
Levy on Excess. Profits.

WASHINGTON,. April 10.—Advocates 
of a sales tax as a substitute for the 
excess profits tax intend to press meas- 
ures which théy declare will yield more 
in revenue than resulted from ‘the excess

Isaac Bacharach of New Jersey, @ mem-'| 
ber of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, who early advocated such a tax, 
will introduce his original bill with} 


along different lines, the work of Sena- 
tor Reed Smoot of the Firiance Com- 
mitee, will be introduced in the Senate 
on Tuesday. 

Senator Smoot’s bill is based largely 
on the principles of the Philippine sales 
tax system, and he estimates it will 
yield about $1,500,000,000. Under the 
plan proposed by Senator Smoot, prac- 
tically all of the existing. taxes involv- }- 
ing sales, excepting thé income taxes, 
the normal tax on business, the in- 
heritance tax, the automobile tax and 
the tax on pleasure boats, would be re- 
pealed and a1 per cent. tax on all sales 
substituted. The present beverage,.and +. 
tobacco taxes would continue in force. 

Would End Luxury Tuxes. 

This would eliminate the theatre tax, 
amusement taxes and all of the so- 
called luxury taxes. Mr. Smoot’s méas- 
ure, which is intended to become effec- 
tive on July 1, 1921, does not apply 
where the total of taxable sales during 
the year does not total $6,000. The tax 
is to be levied on ‘‘ all goods, wares or 
merchandise sold,’” such tax to be paid 
by the vendor or lessor, It does not 
apply to exports, and is to be collected 
quarterly in September, December, 
March and June, returns being. made 


|without assessment from the Commis- 


sioner or notice from the Collector. 

Hxemptions would be made in favor 
of the United States, foreign Govern- 
ments, States and Territories and their 
political sub-divisions, hospitals,- army. 
and navy canteens and corporations or- 
ganized and operated exclusively for re- 
ligious, charitable, scientific or educa- 
tional purposes, no part of the net earn- 
ings of. which inures to the benefit of 
any private stockholder or individual. 

It is understood that Mr. Bacharach’s 
bill, proposes a 2 per cent. lévy on 
ordinary incomes up to $4,000 and the 
limiting of the upper surtaxes to 40 per 
cent. with surtaxes starting at $8,000. 
He also proposes, it is said, a flat 10 
per cent. tax, without ceenotine, on 
corporations. 

A recent report prepared by the Treas- 
ury Department covering most of the 
features in both: bills and fixing the 
annual sales exemption at $24,000, esti- 
‘mated that the annual return to 
the. Government in revenues will be 
$600,000, 000. 

Senator Smoot Explains Measure. 

Senator Smoot issued a statement. to- 
night on his propo bill, which said:

@ general sales tax. For simplicity of 
administration and collection 1 have de- 
cided to support that one which im- 
poses a 1 per cent. tax -on all sales, 
without distinction of integrated or un- 
integrated concerns. If at any time the 
amounted raised from such a tax is to 
be reduced or increased the only amend- 
ment required to the law would be\a 
change in the rate of tax. 

‘A general sales tax ig @ tax on the 
gross value of goods, wares and mer- 
chandise, whether raw material. or 
manufactured products, whether of Go- 
mestic or. foreign origin,,and such as 
are generally sold or exchanged or de- 
livered for domestic consumption 
whether in barter or on a cash, credit 
or instalment basis, which tax shall ac- 
crue at the time of sale or lease of all 
such goods or merchandise, at a rate:

PRICES AND MONEY YHEORIES. 

The monthly calculations of aaron 
prices for .commoditieés at the begin-4 
ning of April give a striking picture 
of one of the most remarkable .move- 
ments in economic history. This does 
not mean that violent downward read2 
justment after termination of a great 
war .with its accompanying risé of 
prices is unusual. - All past experience 
has pointed to that result; even when, 
as in the period following our Civil 
War or the wars of, NaPouzon, de-

Tourney of University Heights

Latest Code. : i. 








The first test of the new. rules which 
will govern the play in all sanctioned 
tennis tournaments within the Jurisdic- 
tion of the: new Metropolitan Tennis As- 
sociation will be made at' the forthcom- 
ing open doubles tournamient tobe held 
under the auspices of the University 
Heights Tennis Club starting April 30. 
These rules, which have just been given 
out in their final and definite form, 
introduce distinct departures in the mat- 
ter of a drastic default. regulation as 
well as provisions for submitting and 
receiving entries.. In addition, every 
club holding a sanctioned. tournament 
will be required. to forward a complete 
record of all matches to the Metropoli- 
tan. Association in order to askist its 

tanking Committee in rating the players 
at the season’s end. 

Formal notice concerning the foregoing 
regulations, including -a, copy ‘of . the 
rules, was sent out yesterday. by the 
University Hei Ia Club. in. the ‘an- 
nhouncement of. its eleventh. annual open 
doubles tournament for the north side 
championship, te take place on the club 
courts. at Harlem River Terrace, north 

of Fordham Road,.-on Saturday, April 
30, and following days. Entries for this 
tourney ary close on-‘Thursday, April 28, 
at 7:30 P They are‘to be sent ‘to 
E. H. Henderson at 1,962 University 
Avenue, and must’ be accompanied by 
the entry fee of. $3 a team. The draw 
will be made at.8 P. M. on April 28. 
The: Tournament Committee consists of 
Embree H. Henderson, Chairman; Wil- 
liam H. Fischer, Alfred D. Hammett, E. 
H. James, Herbert H. Manchester. Paul 
Martin and James W. Mersereau. 

The text of the new rules requires that 
‘‘the Chairman of a tournament com- 
mittee holding a,eanctioned tournament 
under the auspices of the Metropolitan 
Association shall send to the Secretary 
of the association, within thirty days 
after the completion ‘of said tournament, 
a complete list of entries to the 


tournament, with the names: and ad- 
dresses of the entrants, fopeiner 
with a -complete summary. the 


scores of all. matches played or won 
by default. He shall send also the orig- 
inal written entries of entrants who 
shall\have defaulted in the first round, 
or in the second round-through a first- 
round bye.’ 

The rules further specify that entries 
must close not later than the evening of 
the._second day préceding the first day 
of play, and. that all entries must be sent 
in writing by the entrant and acconi- 
panied by the necessary fee. An entrant 
who does not report himself at the time 
set for “his match, of which he is to be 
notified the’ day before play starts, will 
be defaulted unless he has advised the 

ournament Committee.of his inability 

o be ready and has received the com- 
riittee’s consent to a postponement. 
Unless he pleads for this .postponement 
a reasonable time in advance he will be 
required to obtain also the consent of 
his opponent. 


Defaulting in preceding seasons 
reached thea, extent of an ‘abuse of 
privilege on the part of some players, 


who acquired the habit of. entering two 
er three tournaments running at or 
about the sathe time and ‘then with- 
drawing from all but the one that 
seemed to offar the readiest path to the 
finals.

POR RAIL TROUBLES 


Employes of Roads Tell Labor 
. Board-Costs-Should Be 
Cut $25 a Ton.

HAVEN, Conn., April 10.—Yale 
has lost its athletic supremacy, according 
to Bugene A. Crilly, the expert.in chem- 
istry ‘of Litchfield County, bécause the 
soil of Connecticut has become exhaust- 
ed and the Yale athletes, as well as 
other persons who feed upon its pro- 
ducts, have become @ race of less vital- 
ity.

, sports, for confirmation of his theory. In 


the college world the fogthas and track 
stars of the West, he asserts; feclipse ath- 
letes of the Hast, while the California 
football eleven. heads the crowned grid- 
iron teams of the past season, with the 
eleven of Oregon probably its nearest 
rival. The soil of the, Pacific States is 
best fitted, he says, to turn out national 
champions in not only physical but also 
intellectual lines and, he thinks largely 
accounts for so many.

Dr. Crilly believes that, while the Con- 
necticut soil may perhaps not be re- 
turned to its former strength it can be 
greatly improved ‘and he has requested 
Governor Everett Lake, a former Har- 
vard athlete, to urge the legislature to 
extend the State Reclamation act by 
furnishing lime and legumes to the 
farmers of the State. : 

“It is impossible for athletes from 
Yale, Trinity or Wesleyan colleges to be 
properly trained for their games unless 
they are fed the proper legumes and re- 
ceive the adequate vitamines,”’ Dr. Cril- 
ly said today. ‘‘ Of course much of the 
meat they eat comes from outside the 


‘State, but much they do-eat is from the 


partially exhausted Connecticut soil. If 
the athletes’ now training for Yale teams 
could be fed the proper legumes, there is 
no doubt Yale would regain her athletic 


supremacy. 

‘‘ Plants make use of thirteen chemical 
elements and the chief two are nitrogen 
and lime. These.are exhausted in the 
Connecticut, and to quite an extent 
in the Massachusetts soil. ,.By supplying 
them the sofl can be restored to fertility 
and production. ‘This can be done by 
restoring the lime to the soil and by 
growing the legumes—vetches, soy 
beans, field. peas, clovers, and alfalfa— 
which restore nitrogen to the soil. 

“As water is to the arid land of the 
West, so is lime to the agricultural soils 
of the Hast. 

“The cause of tuberculosis in man and 
animal is lime starvation of the soil,’’ 
said he, ‘‘ and he quoted from a bulletin 
of a Federal department to show that 
animals fed on non-nutritious foods have 
weakened constitutions and become 
tubercular. and that children drinking 
infected milk spread the disease. 

“Corn ensilage, which is largely fed 
to cows in Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts,’ he declared, ‘‘does not furnish 
the nutriments necessary to give vitality 
to the cows to resist disease. 

Dr. Crilly quoted former Goverfior 
Holcomb.to show that the lives of 4,000 
children in Connecticut could be saved 
by preventing tuberculosis. His remedy 
is for the farmers to, grow alfalfa to 
get phosphate of lime into the milk. 

Before the present Connecticut Legisla- 
ture adjourns it will act upon the recom- 
mendations of Dr. Crilly, theouah ¢ a re- 
port of the Committee on Agriculture.

MacDowell Colohy League Seeks 
Endowment: of’ $200,000. 


A group of authors‘and writers is or- 
ganizing the MacDowell Colony Leagye, 
and an appeal is to be made to all in- 
terested in literature and arts to. buy 
mémberships in the league at $1 or more 
each so that an endowment may be pro- 
vided. for thé writers’. Summer settle- 
ment*and.work. place at Peterborough, 
N. H. Edwin. Carty Kanck; Secretary 
of the leagué, yesterday outlined the 
plans, saying that an endéwment ‘of 
$200,000 would be ample. 

The settlement was’ originated by Ed- 
ward MacDowell, the’ musician, who 
composed many of his*bést works there 
and who. decided that the environment 
was ideal for workers in the creative 
arts. After, his death his wife and other 
artists continued the development of the 
camp, and last Summer about -forty 
writers and artists. worked there. 

“The MacDowell colony at Peter- 
borough is, unique,’’ said ‘Mr, Ranck. 
“ There is nothing else like it in America. 
Here the creative worker,can do his or 
her work under ideal conditions and not 
be bothered by artistic.’ shop talk.’-’’ 

Every person admitted to’ the colony 
has to show that he has a record of 
achievement and loiterers are not per- 
mitted to stay. The fee iS $10. a week, 
which entitles. the resident to the use 
of a studid, quarters and meals. Before 
the high cost of living problem the cost 
was $7 a week, There are fifteen studios 
at the colony, 500 acrés of farm and for- 
est land, four dwelling; houses and a 
large colony house... The camp is open 
from about June”1 to Oct. 15, and is 
called an ‘‘ inspirational workshop.”

Should Not Be Done Under. Sol- * 
diery, it. lg Argued. 


For what was said to have been the 
first time in generations, the Society of 
Friends left its meeting house yesterday 
and conducted a mass: meeting to ac- 
quaint the public with the principles and 
motives which are guiding Quakers in 
their relief work in various parts of 
Europe. The meeting attracted an audi- 
ence of nearly 3,000 in the Town Hall. 
Bibert Russell, Director of the Wool- 
man School, Swarthmore, Pa., spoke on 
“The Quaker Challenge to a World of 
Force.’’ 

The meeting, it was said, set a prece- 
dent: that) would be followed more fre- 
quently. Rufus M. Jones, Chairman of 
the American Friends Service Commit- 
tee; presided. 

After arguing that the method of force 
had failed signally to settlé the world’s 
problems, Mr. Jones said the distinctive 
Quaker view of the problems of life 
rested on a firm faith in the efficacy 
of spiritual forces in determining con- 
duct, 

He did not insist that reliance on 
spiritual forces always would succeed, 
but he believed that, after a century 
of such test as the methods of force, 


}hate and national selfishness have had, 


the spiritual method would not fail as 
it failed in 1914. 

** We believe that the solution of the 
problems which confront us in Japan 
and Mexico is not in the resort to arms 
or the show of force, but in the service 
of the missionary and educator,’’ Mr. 
Jones continued. 

‘Ten thousand missionaries, teachers, 
editors, sanitary engineers and states- 
men sent to Mexico twenty-five years 
ago, when it became evident that Diaz’s 
policy was robbing the peons and un- 
fitting the Mexicans for self-govern- 
ment—sent to help Mexico, not to ex- 
ploit her, as the Americans who got 
the concession from Diaz often did— 
would have done vastly more to make 
the border secure and to protect Amer- 
ican interests than 100,000 soldiers on 
the border in 1916 or warships on the 
coast today. 

This country should haye a Secretary 
of Peace in the Cabinet to direct special 

overnmental works of Christian neigh- 
Soninbes to other nations, Mr. Russell 
said. He said. it was unfortunate that 
such works as the sanitation of Havana, 
Vera Cruz and Panama, and the direc- 
tion of the finances and elections of 
Cuba, Haiti, Santo Domingo and Nica- 
ragzua should be done by soldiers under 
a Secretary of War. Such are-works of 
peace, and should rather be conducted 
under the direction of a vette of 
Peace.
